McNu tt, are in perfect 
agreemen t in their desire to main tain peace. 
Mr. McNu tt believ es that peace can be se­ 
cu red to this cou n try by hav in g as good an 
armamen t on lan d an d sea as an y other cou n ­ 
try , sin glin g ou t Great Britain for comparison 
a? ou r n earest competitor in armamen t stren gth. 
On e of the main qu estion s between the two men 
is the matter of parity . Presiden t Hoov er sees 
clearly that ov eremphasis on “parity ,” which 
is difficu lt to determin e, merely resu lts in com­ 
petitiv e bu ildin g, whereas by placin g the em­ 
phasis on peace an d amity , an d establishin g 
con fiden ce by sin cere ev iden ces that we will be 
satisfied with “parity .” some headway can be 
made.

When the first con feren ce was lau n ched all 
sort of prediction s were made as to the v alu e of 
su ch a con feren ce. 
It was ev en su ggested that 
the con feren ce might he con stitu ted as a Hou se 
of Gov ern ors, an d hav e some con stitu tion al part 
ir the gov ern men t of ihe n ation . 
Su ch a con ­ 
stitu tion al body wou ld do a great deal to u n ify 
the cou n try , an d brin g together the head of­ 
ficials of the states. Bu t the hopes of the early 
promoters of the con feren ce hav e n ot been rea­ 
lized. 
It has become largely a social fu n ction .

It was a 
pretty “how do y ou do,” a few meals together, 
a few discu ssion s an d papers which had little 
bearin g on the matters which n atu rally con cern 
gov ern ors, an d then adjou rn men t. 
It is a great pity that more cou ld n ot hav e ! 
b een made of su ch a con feren ce. No leadership 
h as dev eloped amon g the grou p, an d ev iden tly 
n o on e was there who had mu ch of a grasp 
of th e qu estion s which con cern the states.
